Accounts have been received here, that the French trani 
ports in the harbour of Alexandria have been deftroyed, 
and that Buonaparte, after a fevere battle, had been obliged 
to retreat from Cairo to Roletta. The following are the 
particulars ; 

The day before yeflerday the Turkifh Ambaffador here 
received, by a courier, dilpatches from the Goverament of 
Conflantinople, which were to be forwarded to Loadon 
and Paris. 

After the arrival of the Turkifh Courier, the following 
accounts were made kuown ;
